Associate  Degree  Nursing  Fund

A  lump  sum  contribution  can  be  made  to  this  fund  and 
restrictions  stated  as  to  how  the  contribution  will  be  used,  i.e.  for  a  scholarship,  for  a  piece  of 
equipment  or  for  other  specific  program  support.
